UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
FOR BANKS. : 


| ¢ The Labour Correspondent of the (imes. 
writes: —The interesting) anbouncement j- 
| appears in the - Ministry of Labour 
|| Gazette that the Minister proposes to 
make an order ‘approving ‘a special 
scheme of unemployment insurance .for 
the banking industry. The Act of 1920 
“perinitted separate industries .to ‘* con- 
tract out” of the general ingurance 
scheme. Several reagons! of which the 
principal was the depression of ‘trade, 
combiued” to hinder the presentation of 
special schemes. The insurance industry 
prepared, one which was sanctioned and 
put in force, and the, banking Andustry 
submitted a,draft scheme before the pass- 
ing of the Act of.1921 which suspended 
the power of the Minister to approve or 
make specis] scheines during the period 
of: insolvency of the, insurance fund. Lt [o 
was, however, provided, that. this éection 
fof the Act should not apply to any draft 
scheme already submitted for approval.
